of Tyroneand Tyrconnell.

SL | others of their fellowes out oftheNo:thparts of our Realme of Ireland, 

J may haply pꝛooue a ſubiect of like dilcourſe: Wee haue thought it not a- 
miſſe to delinerſome ſuch matter in publique, as may better cleare mens 
iudgements concerning the ſame; not in reſpett of any wozth oz value in 

theſe mens perſons, being baſe and rude in their Oꝛiginall but to take a⸗ 
way all ſuch tnconuentences as may blemilh the reputation of that friendſhip which ought tobe mu⸗ 
tually obſerued betweene vs and other Pzinces, Foz although it is not vnlikely, that the repoztof 
their Titles and dignities, may dꝛaw from Pzinces and States ſome ſuch courteſies at their firſt com- 
ming abꝛoad as are incident to men oft extraoꝛdinarp rancke and qualitie : Bet when wee haue taken 
the beſt meanes wee tan to lay them open in euery condition , wee ſhall then erpect from our friends 
and neighbours all ſuch iuſt and noble Pzoceedings , as ſtand with the rules of Honour and friend- 
ſhip, and from our Subiects at home and abꝛoad, that duety and obedience (in their carriage toward 
them) which they owe to vs by inleparable bonds and obligations of Nature and Topaltie, whereof 
we intend to take ſtreight accompt. Foz which purpoſe we do hereby firſt declarethat theſe perſons 
aboue mentioned, had not their creations oz poſſeſſions in regard of any lineall oz lawfull deſcent 
from Anteſtoꝛs of Blood oꝛ Uertue, but were onely pzeferred by the late Queeneour liſter of famous 
memozy,and by our ſelues fo: ſome reaſons of State befoze others, who foꝛ their qualitie and birth(in 
thoſe Pꝛouintes where they dwell ) might better haue challenged thoſe Honours which wereconfer- 
red vpon them. Secondly we doe pꝛofeſſe, That it is both knowen to vs and our Connſell here, and 
to our Deputie and State there, and lo challt it appeare to the woꝛld (as cleare as the Sunne) by eui⸗ 
dent pꝛoofes, That the onely ground and dmotine of this high contempt in thele mens departure, 
hath bene the pꝛiuate knowledge and inward terrour ol their owne guiltineſſe : udhereof becauſe we 
heare that they doe leeke to take away the blot and infamie by diuulging that they haue withdzawen 
themlelues foz matter of Religion, (a cloake that ſerues too muchinthele dayes to coner many euill 
intentions) adding allo thereunto ſome other vaine pꝛetexts of reteiuing imuſtice, when their rights 
and Claimes haue come in queſtion betweenethemandUs, oz any of our Subiects and them, wee 
thinke it not impertinent to ſay ſomewhat thereof, 

And therefoꝛe although we indge it needleſſe to ſecke foꝛ many Arguments to confirme whatſoener 
ſhall be laid of theſe mens toꝛruption and falſhood, (Whoſe hainous offences remaine ſo frech in me⸗ 
moꝛie lince they declared themlelues ſo very monſters in nature, as they did not only withdꝛaw them 
ſelues from their perſonall obedience to their Soueraigne, but were content to ſell ouer their Ratiue 
Countrey to thoſe that ſtood at that time in the higheſt termes of Hoſtflitie with the two Crownes 
dk England aud Ireland) yet to make the abſurditie and ingratitude of the Allegations aboue men-

tioned, ſo much the moꝛe cleare to all men of equall Judgement, we doe hereby pꝛokeſſe in the woꝛde 
of a King that there was neuer ſo much as any ſhadowe of moleſtation,noz purpoſe of pꝛoteeding in 
any degree againſt them foꝛ matter concerning Religion: Such being their condition and pꝛofeſſion, to 
thinke murder no fault, mariage of no vſe, noꝛ any man woꝛthy to bee eſteemed valiant that did not 
glozie in Rapine and Oppꝛeſſion, as We ſhould haue thought it an vnreaſonable thing to trouble 
them foꝛ any different point in Religion, be foꝛe any man could perteiue by their tonuerſation, that they 
made truely Conſcience of any Religion. So do we allo foz the ſecond part of their excuſe aſfirme, that 
(notwithſtanding all that they can claime, muſt be acknowledged to pꝛoteed from meere Grace vpon 
their ſubmiſſionafter their great and vnnaturall Treaſons) there hath neuer tome any queſtion con- 
cerningtheir Rights oꝛ Poſſeſſions, wherein we haue not bene moze inclinable to doe themfanonr, 
then to any of their Competitours, except in thoſe Caſes wherein wee haue plainely diſcerned that 
their onely end was to haue made themſelues by degrees moze able then now they are to reſiſt all law⸗ 
full Authontie (when they ſhould returne to their vomit againe) by vlurping a power ouer other 
good Subiects of Ours, that dwell among them better bozne then they, and vtterly dilclaiming from 
any dependancie vpon them. 

Hauing now deliuered thus much concerning theſe mens Eſtates and their pꝛoceedings, Wee will 
onely end with this concluſion, That they ſhal not be able to denie, whenſoeuer they ſhould dare to pꝛe⸗ 
ſent themſelues befoze the Seate of Juſtice, that they haue ( befoꝛe their running out of our kingdom) 
not onely entred into combination foꝛ ſtirring Dedition and inteſtine Rebellion, but haue directed di⸗ 
uers Inſtruments, as well Pꝛieſtes as others, to make offers to foꝛreine States and Pꝛintes (if they 
had beene as ready to receine them) oftheir readineſſe and reſolution to adhere to them, whenloeuer 
they would ſeeke to inuade that kingdome. wherein amongſt other things, this is not to be foꝛgot⸗ 
ten, That vnder the condition of being made free from Engliſh gouernment, they reſolued allo to 

tompꝛehend the vtter extirpation of all thoſe Subietts that are nowe remayning aline withinthat 
kingdome, foꝛmerly deſtended from the Engliſh race. In which pꝛattiſes and pꝛopoſitions, follow- 
ed and fomented by Pꝛieſtes and Jeſuites(of whoſe funttion in theſe times the pzactiſe and perſwaſion 
of ſubietts to rebell againſt their Soueraignes, is one ſpectall and eſſentiall part and poꝛtion) as they 
haue found no ſuch incouragement as they expetted and haue boaſted of: ſo we doe aſſure our ſelues, 
that when this declaration ſhall bee ſeene and duely weighed with all due circumſtances, it will bee of 
foꝛte ſufficient to dilperſe and to diſcredit all ſuch vntrueths, as thele contemptible creatures ſo full ot 
infidelity and ingratitude, ſhall dilgoꝛge againſt Us, and our iuſt and moderate pꝛoteeding, and ſhall 
pꝛocure vnto them no better vlage then they would wich ſhould be affoꝛded to any ſuch packe of Re- 
bels, boꝛne their Subietts, and bound vnto them in lo many and ſo great obligations.
